City Fathers Hold 


Lively Session Tues. 


Members of the local city council 
held an interesting meeting in the 
city hall last Tuesday evening, with 
Councilman Blake the only absentee. 


A communication from the Gas 
Co. in regard to a complaint of an 
excessive gas bill was read and May- 
or Weeden will endeavor to make 
a satisfactory settlement.
